RILLY Bessie Segis, the Blount-Wooster bull, and 

West End Carnation Annie, a hitherto unknown cow 

from Eastern New York, carried off the grand cham- 
pion honors at Eastern States Exposition this year in a 
Holstein show which although small was distinguished 
by high class tops in practically every class. Only 111 
head were shown in the open classes, from ten herds 
representing six states and top honors were quite well 
divided, seven of the ten exhibitors breaking into the 
blue ribbon column. Baker Farm of New Hampshire 
and Wimbledon Farms of Maryland each won five blues, 
two went to Lauxmont Farms of Pennsylvania and one 
each to Osborndale of Connecticut and Blount, Holser 
and Moore of New York. MHartsbrook Farm of Mass- 
achusetts was consistently in the money, Mrs. M. S. 
Connor of Eastern New York won a number of prizes and 
Hurlwood Holstein Farm of Massachusetts was represent- 
ed by a few head of younger animals. Wimbledon was 
Premier Breeder and Baker by a narrow margin, took 
the Premier Exhibitor award. 

Paul Misner tied the ribbons, a thorough and con- 
sistent judge who knows exactly what he wants in a dairy 
cow and finds it if it is there.

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Michigan State Fair 


HROUGH the kindness of Herb Miller, secretary of 
I the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association, we pre- 
sent the following report of the Holstein show at 
Michigan State Fair, where Paul B. Misner made the 
placings on a good quality group of 127 Holsteins, shown 
by ten exhibitors, including Pabst Farms of Wisconsin, 
Hill-Man Farms and John R. Logan of Illinois, Green 
Hill Farms (Landis) of Pennsylvania and six from the 
home state. 

All championships and reserves, both male and fe- 
male went to the out-of-state invaders. Junior and 
grand champion was the Hill-Man calf, Iowana Ormsby 
Aaggie Burke, who had previously been junior champion 
at Illinois and Ohio. Senior and reserve grand honors 
were won by the Landis aged bull, General Mooie Home- 
stead, with Pabst getting reserve senior on his two-year- 
old, Pabst Sir Paul Premier, and Hill-Man reserve junior 
on the senior yearling, Iowana Ormsby Ivy Prince, a 
brother to the grand champion calf. 

Bess Pontiac Piebe (Black Bess), the Pabst aged 
cow, looking better and better as she approaches calv- 
ing—she is due September 20—-made a very worthy 
grand champion. Pabst also took reserve senior and 
reserve grand on Lauxmont Admiral Jessie. These two 
fine animals were both purchased by Mr. Pabst in the 
Royal Brentwood last June. Pabst Belmont Monsader 
Bess, last year’s All-American calf, won her third major 
junior championship of the year, with Hill-Man taking 
reserve junior on the junior yearling, Ormsby McVale 
Miss Skylark, who reversed previous placings at both 
Illinois and Ohio to beat the Logan junior yearling, Hill- 
Man Pride Papoose Favorite. 

Other blue ribbon females were the Pabst four-year- 
old, Wood Lake Fobes Homestead, the Pabst three-year- 
old, Pabst Belmont Louise, and the Hill-Man calf, Hill- 
Man Pride Pontiac Julie. Van Hoosen Farms picked up a 
couple of blues in the male classes with their three-year- 
old, Van Hoosen Inka 273 and their junior yearling, Van 
Hoosen K B O P 278. 

Pabst won the open Get of Sire class with the un- 
defeated Get of Carnation Sensation, with Lakefield 
Farms taking second of the four black youngsters by old 
K. B. K. O. shown by the Michigan Institutions. This 
latter group came back to win as Junior Get, beating 
out the Hill-Man group by Spring Farm Piebe Pedro. 

Michigan Institutions also brought out a group of 
K. B. K. O. youngsters to win the Yearling Herd, again 
with Hill-Man taking second. Pabst won the Dairy Herd 
followed by Michigan Institutions and Hill-Man, and the 
two Pabst Produces stood first and third with a Hill-

somely, Maryland Holstein breeders staged a fine 

show for our breed this year at Maryland State 
Fair. There were 128 head shown by 27 exhibitors, in- 
cduding club entries, of which 14 made the money line. It 
rates as the best competition found here in several years. 
When the weather is right, there is no more delightful 
spot to show in anywhere than the open-sided judging 
pavilion at Timonium. They had the weather this time, 
and a near-capacity gallery watched Prof. Kildee line up 
alternate classes of Holsteins and Ayrshires. A pleasing 
innovation was the use of a PA system over which the 
judges analyzed each class as lined up. It adds greatly 
to the interest and the educational value. 

To Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, leader of the home 
defenders, went the honor of Premier Exhibitor and 
Premier Breeder, with their large display completely 
filling one of the exhibit barns. They won 25 ribbons 
in the open classes, including five blues, and an equal 
number of seconds and thirds. Baker Farms placed 
first in seven classes, with four seconds, and accounted 
for all of the championships. Lauxmont crashed through 
to the top in four classes, and were six times second and 
six times third. Cecil Holter, Jr., Jefferson, had one blue 
and Howard Leaverton, Jr, Rock Hall, one on his calf 
club champion of the past two years 

In the male section, Baker Farm Exalted headed the 
small class of aged bulls for Baker, and went through 
to senior and grand championship, Wimbledon placing 
second to him in class with Carnation Emperor, who 
was brought out in his working clothes just for the 
home show. Baker Farm Johnny Walker continued his 
sweep in the junior section. Lauxmont was especially 
pleased to win the 2-year-old class with their junior herd 
sire, Safemaster, a Woodmaster-Della cross.

HE California State Fair with thirteen exhibitors 
I showing one hundred and eleven animals had a 
Holstein show which will go down as one of the 
most outstanding from the standpoint of quality that 
has ever been held at Sacramento. The presence of the 
Dodge Island Ranch of Fallon, Nevada, and S. B. Hall 
of Troutdale, Oregon added materially to the splendid 
exhibit that was staged by the California breeders. 


Kidd Brothers of Modesto took both the premier 
breeder and premier exhibitor awards with their well- 
balanced herd. They had entries in practically every 
class, and in most instances placed well up in the money 
with at least two animals. Rocky Hill Farm took eight 
blue ribbons, Kidd Farms took four, Pellissier three, 
Dodge Island Ranch three, with one blue going to S. 
B. Hall, F. J. Fernandes, and John Wackerman both 
of Turlock. Rocky Hill exhibited the grand champion 
cow, and Kidd Farm the grand champion bull. S. B. 
Hall showed the reserve grand champion cow. The 
junior and reserve grand champion bull was shown by 
John Wackerman, a Future Farmer boy from Turlock. 
Rocky Hill owned the junior champion female.

Kidd Farms drew first blood in the show when they 
placed first and second on their bull calves from among 
the nine outstanding entries.

them with full strings. High quality tops in practically 
ever class made it a real show and a large and interested 
crowd followed the placings of C. L. Goodhue of Ray- 
mondale Farm. 

Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec won 
premier honors, taking junior and reserve grand champ- 
ion on their junior herd sire, and winning all champion- 
ships and reserves in the females section. They exhib- 
ited exactly 11 animals and won in the individual classes 
seven firsts, two seconds a third and a fourth, besides 
making a clean sweep of the group classes. Other ex- 
hibitors winning first prizes included Brown Corporation 
with three, Anthime Paquette with one and senior and 
grand champion bull and W. Verville with two firsts.

Kentucky—A Three Cornered Battle 


The Kentucky State Fair was the 
first show of the year in which 
the three great Hoistein show herds 
of Franlo, Maytag and Hill-Man 
came together in one ring and each 
won a share in the spoils. Mo of- 
ficial announcement was made as to 
Premier honors but the rumor was 
that Franlo was Premier Exhibitor 
with Maytag and Hill-Man tied for 
second honors just a few dollars be- 
hind and that Maytag was Premier 
Breeder. Helping to make it a show 
and occasionally breaking into the 
upper brackets were a number of 
Kentucky breeders, including Hen- 
derson Bros., Shelbyville, Ky., mak- 
ing their 39th annual exhibit at this 
fair; John E. Kalmey, Valley Station, 
Ky., Kentucky Houses of Reform 
at Greendale and several others that 
we understand are mostly Calf Club 
boys. Prof. W. W. Yapp of Uni- 
versity of Illinois made the awards, 
and according to Arland Meade, Na- 
tional Association Publicity Man, 
who sends us the placings with his 
comments, did his usual pleasing 
job. Numbers totaled 99 head. 


It was the first meeting of the 
year for the Hill-Man and Franlo 
aged bulls, Sir Model Bess Burke and 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, 
with first blood going to the former 
bull. The Franlo-DeCoster bull was 
handicapped somewhat by lameness, 
developed on the circuit and not 
noticeable at earlier shows, which 
Harvey Swartz believes will be 
cleared up before the two meet again 
at Waterloo.

The Griswold calf, 
King Bessie Korndyke Canary, re- 
versed the Indiana decision and won 
over Maytag Ormsby Fobes, who in 
turn reversed the Illinois placing to 
take second over Iowana Ormsby 
Aaggie Burke, who had been junior 
champion at Illinois, Ohio and Mich- 
igan.

Nevada State Fair

The Nevada State Fair, with the 
support of a number of local Nevada 
breeders and the combined herds of 
Kingsley and Cook of Orland, Cali- 
fornia, put on a nicely balanced Hol- 
stein show with the 72 animals 
which G. E. Gordon, Extension Dairy 
Specialist of California, judged. 
Lacking in the number of extremely 
good ‘“‘tops’’ which last year’s show 
brought out, the 1940 exhibit was, as 
a whole, much better fitted, and the 
animals from bottom to top were of 
much better, and more uniform qual- 
ity. The standard fair classification 
plus an increased Holstein premium 
list gave the Nevada people a very 
creditable show. The Dodge Island 
Ranch, under the guidance of Nels 
Homer, and its first string at the 
California State Fair, however the 
second string which he brought to 
Fallon gave a very good account of 
itself. 


Bulls 
Oats Bros. of Fallon drew blood 
in the first class judged. From the

mittedly incomplete, indicates that there will be 
well over 200 head of Holsteins on exhibition with 14 
head entered by ten breeders from Ontario, Canada.

equipped with heat, light, power, gas and water. The 
newer Arena Building cost $1,250,000 and was com- 
pleted in time for last year’s State Farm Show. It has 
the largest show ring in the world, 240 feet long and 
120 feet wide, banked with 7,639 permanent seats and 
with space for about 5,000 temporary chairs. In addition 
to the ring, this structure contains offices, dormitories 
and four auxiliary auditoriums with total seating ca- 
pacity of 2,825. 

Located in the heart of Pennsylvania’s dairy farm- 
ing region, the State Farm Show Buildings are easily 
accessible both to cattle owners shipping prize live stock 
from all parts of the country and to dairy farmers 
traveling to the 1940 show by automobile.

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The Fall of France—A Failure to Keep UP to Date 
A Guest Editorial by Glen M. Householder 


HE appalling tragedy of the utter crushing and com- 
I plete conquest of France is, according to all authentic 
reports, the direct result of failure of France to “keep 
up to date.” As a nation, France became self-satisfied, 
She failed to pursue adequate research and study of the 
activities in the world which surrounded her. Her de- 
fense plan was based on “old ways of doing things” 
which had been effective in their times. The world 
knows well the story of the result of matching this old, 
out-dated method of defense against the power and equip- 
ment of an aggressive nation, alert to the advantage of 
constant research, invention, and organized effort for a 
common purpose. 


Literally hundreds of our breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle should have this lesson burned into their 
memory until it spurs them to action. No nation, no 
business, and no educational system stands still. Every 
institution moves forward or backward. Constant change 
is the basic law of modern life. The further perfection 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed of cattle will result from 
constant research, continuous herd testing, and the use 
of known, practical facts relative to inheritance of desir- 
able characters in dairy cattle. Breeders basking in 
the sunlight of past achievements and failing to con- 
stantly assemble greater knowledge of their own herds 
and of research results available through their associa- 
tions and the colleges face the fate of France—complete 
obliteration by virtue of the aggressive competition of- 
fered by other dairy breeds of cattle. 


Will you, as a breeder, join with The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in its program to improve the 
breed or will you yield to competitors who ‘“‘keep up to 
date?”’ 





More Views Wanted on Bull Registration 


E present in the Round Table this week a letter 
WC trom a Wisconsin member in response to our re- 

cent request for views of breeders on Selective 
Registration of bulls. We invite further discussion 
because the Special Committee is really anxious to the 
ideas and suggestions of breeders as a help in develop- 
ing the soundest possible recommendations on this im- 
portant matter. 


Perhaps it should be made clear that the idea of 
Selective Registration of Bulls is not advanced with 
any thought of increasing Association revenues. Its 
primary objective is breed improvement—a definite 
attempt to raise the level of merit of bulls registered 
in our book and going out into service as registered 
Holstein-Friesian sires. 


Our correspondent from Wisconsin indicates that 
the policy of attempting to accomplish this purpose 
by increasing the fees on bulls from low record or ul 
tested dams would work injustice and hardship on small 
breeders and result in many such bulls going out into 
service unregistered. We think there is considerable 
merit in his contention. 


Perhaps it would be of interest to summarize the 
system of selective registration of bulls enacted in June 
1939 to become operative January 1, 1942, in the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. 


“The owner of a pure bred Jersey bull calf 
will propose the animal for registration the same 
as heretofore. The same basic requirements will 
remain in force—that is, both sire and dam of 
the calf must first be registered by The Ameri- 
can Jersey Cattle Club. That such identity can- 
not be proved, the application must be rejected, 
of course, as in the past. 


“The second step in determining eligibility for 
registration requires examination of the pro- 
duction-transmitting history of the calf’s sire, 
of the records of butter fat production on the 
calf’s dam. Only one of the following require 
ments must be satisfied to make the proposed 
animal eligible for registration: 

“Tf his sire is a ‘proved sire,’ whose daughters, 
tested in a Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
and reported to the U. S. Bureau of Dairying: 
averaged 400 lbs butter fat in 305 days, the bul 
calf may be registered. 
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Detigneg soutaee of 600 feet and a depth of 680 feet. 
*specially for exposition purposes, it is fully 


If his sire is a ‘Tested Sire’ whose daugh- 
ters, under official production test authenticated 
by The American Jersey Cattle Club, averaged 
500 lbs of butter fat on a 365-day basis (mature 
equivalent) the bull calf may be registered. 

“If his dam has a record of 400 lbs of butter 
fat (305-day mature equivalent) in a Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association (as reported to the U. 

§. Bureau of Dairying) or in either of the 

A.J.C.C. production testing projects (the Herd 

Improvement Registry or the Register of Merit) 

or in the Canadian Government’s Record of 

Performance, or in the Island of Jersey’s Certifi- 

cate of Merit, the bull calf may be registered. 

“If his sire is a ‘Star Bull,’ so identified by 
the special certificate awarded by The American 
Jersey Cattle Club, the bull calf may be reg- 
istered.”’ 

In addition, the Board of Directors of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club is given the right to approve reg- 
istration of deserving animals if upon review of special 
cases, it is determined that an injustice would result 
from denial of registration. 

The reference to a “Star Bull” relates to a sys- 
tem which the American Jersey Cattle Club has set 
up for sizing up young bulls. Star awards are based 
upon official records of production and of herd clas- 
sification for type of the sire, dam and the grand- 
sires and granddams. One, two, three or four stars 
are awarded on a score card system showing relative 
rates of achievement in the pedigree in production, 
type and proved transmitting ability. This “Star” sys- 
tem is now in operation in the American Jersey Cat- 
tle Club, although perhaps not long enough to provide 
accurate evaluation of the results.

OPPOSED TO RAISING FEES 
Hditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I am glad to have an opportunity to write my views, 


as well as for other small breeders of pure bred Holsteins 
with whom I have discussed this matter of selective 
registration of bulls. We are NOT in favor of raising 
the registration or transfer fees on pure bred bulls just 
because they haven’t a big record on their dams. 


Some of the breeders that I know have some very 
good cows but they are not in a position to put records 
on them which the big breeders can afford to do. I 
know that if some of our cows that probably wouldn’t 
make over 300 lbs fat were put into some big breeder’s 
care, they would easily make 400 or even 500 lbs fat, 
so why penalize the small breeder when he already has 
hard going? 

It is our money as well as the big breeders’ that 
keeps our Association in force and if they try to kill 
the small breeder by excess registration or transfer fees, 
I am sure our Association will suffer the consequences, 
as many good animals will not be registered. 

Another thing, I have seen bulls of inferior type pro- 
duced from dams with over 500-lb records, which I 
wouldn’t think of using on even a scrub herd. Would it 
be right to let bulls like this be registered at a lower 
fee just because his dam had 500 lbs fat or better? I 
say NO, but leave the registration and transfer fees as 
they are or if anything, the transfer could even be cut 
down or pay according to the price received for a bull. 

When we sell a calf for $25, and it costs nearly $5 
for registration and transfer fees, that’s plenty, but if 
we got $200 for a young bull, $10 transfer fees wouldn’t 
look so bad to us either. 

I do think that we should put the heat on the scrub 
or stock yards bull, and try to educate the dairymen to 
use better sires. It would be fine if some recognition 
could be made to young bulls of known desirable in- 
heritance, other than giving them the advantage on 
registration or transfer, because the breeders already

With 203 head of dairy cattle in 
the barns, more than a third of them 
from within the state, South Dakota 
had the largest show in years. All 
five breeds were represented with 
at least two herds in each. The 
Holsteins outnumbered any other 
single breed and presented a show of 
fine quality as well as good com- 
petition for top money. 


The herds from the Yankton State 
Hospital and the State School & 
Home at Redfield were shown only at 
South Dakota this year because of a 
last minute order which prevented 
from making their regular circuit of 
the mid-western fairs.

HAVE YOU FED APPLE POMACE? 

One of our subscribers in Idaho 
requests information on how to feed 
apple pomace to dairy cows, and also 
for fattening steers. 

Prof. Morrison in FEEDS & FEED- 
ING states that wet apple pomace 
averages 21% of dry matter as com- 
pared to 28% for silage from well 
matured corn, and has only one-third 
as much digestible protein. Accord- 
ing to Atkeson & Anderson, of the 
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Idaho station, in Bulletin 150, 
apple pomace has proven a good 
substitute for corn silage and though 
lower in nutrients, it is approxi- 
mately equal to corn silage in value 
per ton. It should be fed after milk- 
ing to avoid affecting the flavor. If 
any of our readers have had experi- 
ence in feeding apple pomace, either 
fresh, ensiled or dried, we would 
be pleased to have the information 
to pass on to our readers.

Prilly Bessie Segis, the Blount 
four-year-old bull, who was unde- 
feated grand champion last year and 
at New York State Fair and the Os- 
wego and Cortland County Fairs this 
year, met his first defeat when he lost 
a close decision to the Eddy bull, 
Newmont Man-O-War Perfection. 
Prof. Campbell liked the Eddy bull 
better except at the tailhead, which 
fault could not deny him the grand 
championship. Two very good coun- 
ty fair grand champions were third 
and fourth. 

Rosie Perfection the Blount four- 
year-old, was a popular winner in 
the aged cow class, followed by three 
big beautiful cows from Mallary, 
West of Eddy in that order. The 
last pair of cows in this class of 
twelve had won grand honors else- 
where. Rosie Perfection, although 
very thin, carried through to grand 
champion female. 

Two-year-old heifers and heifer 
calves were splendid classes. West 
won the former with their last year’s 
Eastern States junior champion, a 
wonderful big strong heifer but milk- 
ing since May and closely pressed 
by four fresh heifers shown by 
Blount, Eddy, Weeks and Merchant. 
The Blount calf topped a calf class of 
thirteen. 

This was the largest and best qual- 
ity Holstein show ever held in Ver- 


mont in the opinion of many at the 
ringside.

The 889th bull index has just been 
completed by The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, Brattleboro, 
Vt. Number 889 on the list is Wis- 
consin Aaggie Della 588187, owned 
by the Wisconsin State Reformatory, 
Green Bay, Wis. -The seven daugh- 
ters of this bull tested for Herd Im- 
provement Registry averaged 663 
pounds butterfat from 19,170 pounds 
milk while their dams produced only 
600 pounds butterfat from 17,100 
pounds milk, giving the daughters an 
increase of 63 pounds butterfat and 
2,070 pounds milk. The index ag 
calculated by the intermediate or 
equalparent system used by the U. §. 
Department of Agriculture, is 724 
pounds butterfat from 21,240 pounds 
milk on the basis of maturity and 
three milkings daily. For those who 
usually think in terms of twice daily 
milking the index has also been cal- 
culated to that basis, and is 579 
pounds butterfat from 16,990 pounds 
milk.

The 1940

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The Story of Femco—Part Il 


Side by side in adjoining pens in 
the big Femco barn stand the two 
principal senior herd sires, Carnation 
Ormsby Sir Bessie and Femco Royal. 
Both are sons of Sir Inka May and 
we believe they are the two highest 
record sons of this sire that can 
pe found in any herd today. 

Many World readers will remem- 
per the circumstances under which 
“Sir Bessie’ came to Femco. It 
was about four years ago that Henry 
A. Schell, Jr., a farmer-breeder in 
Pennsylvania, consigned this bull to 
Paul Misner’s Royal Brentwood at 
Harrisburg. Henry had bought the 
bull as a youngster because he was 
a son of Sir Inka May from a Mat- 
ador Segis Ormsby daughter with a 
nice two-year-old record. Then 
lightening struck when the dam, 
Carnation Ormsby Butter King went 
on test as a mature cow and broke 
all existing records for milk and for 
fat with 38,606.6 lbs. milk, 1,402 lbs. 
fat. With the record still fresh in 
the public mind, Carnation Ormsby 
Sir Bessie, then six years old, was 
consigned to Brentwood. 

Mr.Murphy was at that time on a 
bull hunt. He already had one son 
of Sir Inka May and was attracted to 
this one on account of his sire as 
well as for the new world records 
of the dam. He accordingly sent his 
representatives, Frank Ludolph and 
Axel Hansen, to Harrisburg with in- 
structions not to let ‘‘a few thousand 
dollars” stand in the way of the 
purchase. Carnation, breeders of the 
bull, were also interested in him 
as were others and the result was 
that he went to Femco at $3,500, 
high mark for the breed since the 
depression got under way in 1930. 

At Femco, Carnation Ormsby Sir 
Bessie went into heavy service and 
today, a little over four years later, 
we find over 70 daughters of this 
sire in the herd and quite a percent- 
age of their best cows bred to him. 
It was one of his daughters that 
sold at the 1940 Royal Brentwood 
for $2,150 and today we find several 
other daughters that look fully as 
promising as the $2,150 beauty. 
They are a fine, uniform lot, with 
quality written all over them, prac- 
“eally every one, so far as I could 
judge, showing an improvement 
over her dam in type and udders. 


Back in Pennsylvania in Henry 
Schell’s herd, daughters of this sire 
have made records up to better than 
900 Ibs. fat. As yet none of the Fem- 
¢o-bred Bessies have finished a lacta- 
tion but the first one to freshen has 
665 Ibs. fat in her first 305 days as 
4 two-year-old and is expected to add 
nearly 100 lbs. more fat to this in 
1d last two months.

over 1,000 lbs. milk testing 4.84% 
and several others are testing at or 
near the 4% mark. 

I could not get the figures on how 
many dollars worth of offspring 
Femco Farms have sold by this sire 
but I understand that the heifer sold 
at Brentwood and one bull sold 
privately more than repaid the full 
$3,500 cost of the bull and that nu- 
merous other bulls have brought 
prices in the neighborhood of four 
figures. And when I looked at those 
70 odd daughters they have left and 
some half a dozen sons that are out 
of some of the very greatest Femco 
cows, I could not help but realize 
what a tremendous return Femco has 
received in just these four years on 
their $3,500 investment. 

He is now ten years old but looks 
like a bull of half his years. The 
extra flesh that he carried at Breit- 
wood four years ago has disappeared, 
leaving him in good breeding con- 
dition and looking every inch a dairy 
bull. In looking through the Femco 
breeding records, I was amazed at 
the large number of cows this ten- 
year-old bull has served and got 
with calf during the past six months. 

Royal and His Dam 

One of the first calves bred and 
born at Femco was Femco Johanna 
Bess Fayne, who arrived on Christ- 
mas Day, back in 1925. This heifer 
made 701 lbs. fat as a junior two, 
came back with 957 lbs. fat as a 
senior three, then took a brief rest 
from the test barn and at six years 
old turned out the sensational record 
of 1,208.6 lbs. fat from 33,649.8 lbs. 
milk, with 3.6% test. Following 
this record, Mr. Murphy sent her to 
Washington State to be mated with 
Sir Inka May at Carnation and was 
rewarded with a bull calf that he 
named, appropriately, Femco Royal. 
The dam went back on test again at 
8 years old and slightly increased 
her previous record, with 1,220.4 


lbs. fat from 32,727.1 lbs. milk, test- 


ing 3.7%. She thus became the 
first cow of the breed in the 
world to make two records 


above 1,200 lbs. fat or 1,500 lbs. 
butter and she still stands, after 
all these years, as the only Holstein 
cow to perform this feat, besides be- 
ing Minnesota State Champion over 
all ages and breeds. 

Femco Johanna Bess Fayne was 
a great breeding cow as well as a 
producer. It was only a year or 
so ago that the Femco people an- 
nounced that they had seven daugh- 
ters of this grand old cow still in 
the herd. Some of these have since 
passed on but several are left in- 
cluding a pair of twin two-year-olds 
by Sir Bessie that are both safe in 
calf by Royal—and what a combina- 
tion that will be! 

An older daughter in the herd is 
Femco Johanna Bess Jewel that is 
now on test and headed for better 
than 800 lbs. fat as a junior four- 
year-old. This daughter has two 
daughters in the herd, both by Sir 
Bessie, one soon due with first calf 
by Royal, and the other a January 
calf of exceptional promise. 

Other daughers of the old cow 
have daughters in the herd and al- 
together the Femco Johanna Bess 


Fayne Family constitutes a family 
group such as few breeding estab- 
lishments can show. 

Her son, Femco Royal, was de- 


veloped into one of the outstanding 
sons of Sir Inka May. He was quite 
a promising youngster, a prize win- 
ning junior yearling at Minnesota 
State Fair in 1935, then went 
through a rather awkward stage for 
a year or so, but has now blossomed 
out as a mature bull that would 
attract attention anywhere, with a 
world of dairy character, and I be- 
lieve he would stand in the upper 
brackets in any aged bull class I

The West nas recently lost two 
of its great Holstein sires with the 
death of Utah’s, Wisconsin Pinky, 
and Colorado’s, Winterthur Great 
Boast Mercury. Both were over ten 
years of age. It is quite safe to say 
that no Utah sire has had the in- 
fluence in the Mormon state as had 
Pinky. He spent the greater share 
of his life at the Utah State Indus- 
trial School, where he has many 
daughters and grand daughters. In 
addition, he was loaned to the Utah 
State Agricultural college for a 
short time. Dozens of sons and 
grand sons have been and are being 
used throughout this territory. 
Pinky was very dominant and seem- 
ingly his blood could be used in most 
any herd. Wherever this breeding 
has been used, one can tell merely 
by looking at the heads of the re- 
sulting off-spring. This great sire, 
as have his offspring, have been out- 
standing in the Intermountain show 
rings. 

Winterthur Great Boast Mercury, 
outstanding Colorado sire, recently 
died at the J. K. Mullen Home for 
Boys at Fort Logan. He spent the 
greater share of his.life at the Col- 
orado State Home for Dependent 
Children, Denver, but was also used 
by the J. C. R. S. of Spivak and the 
Mullen Home. One of his many fine 
daughters recently produced 815 
pounds of butterfat on twice a day 
milking in the local D. H. I. A. An- 
other daughter, owned by the J. K. 
Mullen Home was the class leading 
three-year-old in 1939. Tee J. ©. 
R. S. of Spivak will have two of his 
daughters in their show string this 
year that will be quite outstanding. 
The Mullen Home’s. outstanding 
daughter of Mercury was grand 
champion at the Colorado State Fair 
last year. A number of his sons are 
in use in the state, two of the most 
outstanding being inbred and in use 
by Herman Zupke of Greeley and Joe 
Gersick of Pueblo. Bill Wales of 
Fort Lupton has a two-year-old son 
that is leaving some splendid daugh- 
ters.

Among these will be 
a splendidly balanced three-year-old 
that Nels Homer of Nevada wanted 
so badly last year. Dick will also 
have a fine three-year-old bull head- 
ing his string.

Dell Logan of Chewelah. This rep- 
resents a strong concentration of the 
blood of Hazelwood Braclet Korn- 
dyke and Shadeland De Kol Etta 
Lass 2nd. The boys, with very little 
outside assistance, have constructed 
a new dairy shed, attached to a milk- 
ing parlor. In addition, they have 
built a modern poultry plant. They 
sell sweet cream on the Spokane 
market, retaining the skim milk for 
use in poultry and hog feeding. They 
will exhibit a small group of animals 
at the Western Washington fair this 
year. Chester was with the Wash- 
ington State Holstein herd last year 
while it was making the circuit cli- 
maxed with the National Dairy show 
on Treasure Island.

The third one missed 
the mark by a whisker, the fourth 
came through with 636.9 and the 
fifth was soon to finish and was 
crowding 600 lbs. fat. Five others 
now in the test string have all aver- 
aged right at 2 lbs fat per day for 
an average period of better than 4% 
months and the average test for 
the entire list, those that have 
finnished and those now on test, is 
3.7%. 

What a pity that these Bessie and 
Royal daughters cannot be kept to- 
gether in one herd! It is sincerely 
to be hoped, however, that many of 
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them will go into herds where their 
development can be continued. As 
I looked these heifers over and 
then studied their pedigrees and the 
great records back of them, on 
both sides, I thought what an op- 
portunity this sale will be for 
young breeders, perhaps with limited 
capital, to secure a _ foundation 
group of such heifers on which to 
build a herd.

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square top line, and a beautiful head 
and shoulder. Gordon later made her 
junior champion. Each of the 12 
animals shown in this class were 
very worthy. 


In the junior yearling heifer class 
the thirteen animals exhibited were 
headed by the entry from the J. ¢. 
R. S. She was a clean cut animal 
with a nice square rump. 


The senior calf class, one of the 
largest of the show with eighteen 
animals exhibited, was one of the 
real treats of the entire exhibit. This 
class had several strong contenders, 
but the nod was finally given to the 
Colorado State College on a ealf 
that was sired by a full brother to 
the sire of the senior yearling heifer.

The Holstein banquet held immediately following the 
judging on Labor Day was attended by approximately 
ninety dairymen and their wives. Mark Borror, presi- 
dent of the California Holstein Association, presided. 
The banquet was featured by a series of short talks, 
only one exceeding the three minute limit. Professor 
Wiliam Reagan, head of the dairy department of the 
University of California, was the featured speaker. He 
struck a serious note on the future of dairying in Cali- 
fornia when he warned the breeders that unless the dairy 
industry charts a clearer course, California’s breeding 
will be greatly deterred in the future due to the cross- 
ing of breeds. He layed the responsibility of this matter 
to those selling fiuid milk. Mark Borror was presented 
with a birthday cake and a three weeks old pup, the 
presentation being prefaced by remarks from Professor 
G. E. Gordon. The Board of Directors meeting was held 
immediately following the banquet when new association 
business was taken up. This was the first meeting of the 
Board of Directors following the incorporation of the 
State Association. 


The Holsteins were judged to a splendid audience, 
among which as usual were Myrtle and Hubert Geare of 
Phoenix, Arizona.
